HE  biggest  domestic  question  in  the  United  States 
today  ia  government  spending  and  taxation.  Thu 
question  ia  moat  outstanding  in  Washington,  where  Presi¬ 
dent  Eisenhower  steins  suddenly  to  have  become  deter¬ 
mined  to  achieve  a  balanced  budget 

In  New  YoA  State  Governor  Rockefeller  is  trying  to 
persuade  the  Legislature  to  enact  new  taxes  that  will 
yield  an  additional  *277  million.  Under  his  predecessor. 
Governor  Harriman.  who  was  in  office  the  previous  four 
years,  the  State  budget  grew  from  about  11-25  billion 
to  $1.8  billion.  Without  the  passing  of  a  single  new  law. 
the  funds  required  for  the  new  fiscal  year,  under  laws 
previously  passed,  now  amount  to  an  additional  *277 
million.  Governor  Rockefeller,  who  has  been  raised 
politically  in  the  Administrations  of  Roosevelt  and  Tru¬ 
man,  takes  the  rather  characteristic  position  that  the 
beet  course  is  to  levy  that  additional  amount  of  taxation. 
Then  all  will  be  lovely  and  we  can  breathe  freely  again. 
As  Harry  Hopkins  said:  ‘Tax  and  tax,  spend  and  spend, 
elect  and  elect." 

But  it  may  be  that  this  time  such  a  course  as  the  New 
YoA  Governor  advocates  is  the  wrong  one — even  politi¬ 
cally.  The  American  people  are  fed  up  with  their  money 
being  taken  from  them  by  force  and  with  the  spending 
by  politicians  and  intellectuals  who  think  they  know 
better  than  the  people  themselves  what  is  best  for  the 
people. 

What  the  New  YoA  State  politicians  and  intellectuals 
forget  is  that  the  money  tbe  Federal  Government  spends 
lias  to  come  from  the  same  people  who  in  New  YoA  City 
are  now  paying  heavy  City  taxes  of  various  kinds  and 
will  pay  heavier.  They  also  face  the  exiling  heavy  and 
the  proposed  heavier  New  YoA  State  taxes. 

BUT  the  people  in  moat  other  States  are  in  little  dif¬ 
ferent  position.  California,  Colorado,  Florida, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  South  Dakota,  Texas,  West  Virginia — all  report 
deficits  for  the  new  fiscal  year.  So  indeed  do  many 
American  cities. 

Here  we  certainly  have  an  anachronism.  Doe  to  our 
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foreign  policy  over  many  years  we  have  permitted  So¬ 
viet  Russia  to  build  herself  up  till  she  is  a  boastful 
enemy  of  all  free  governments  in  tbe  world,  particularly 
of  the  United  Stales.  Indeed,  it  can  be  proved  almost 
mathematically  that  the  Government  of  tbe  United 
States,  by  going  repeatedly  to  the  assistance  of  SoviK 
Russia  when  she  has  been  in  dire  straits  the  past  36 
years,  has  been  tbe  main  cause  of  this  build-up.  For 
some  time  past  we  have  been  faced  with  the  constantly 
growing  danger  of  war  with  SoAt  Russia. 

Our  own  Federal  Government  appears  to  be  honey¬ 
combed  with  communist  influence.  As  an  example,  on 
June  14,  1956.  Dr  Bells  Dodd,  a  former  member  of  the 
National  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party,  US.  A*, 
testified  before  the  Internal  Security  Sub-Committee  of 
tbe  Senate  Judiciary  Committee,  that  a  certain  man  whom 
she  identified  as  a  communist  sad  whom  she  had  known 
for  many  years,  "was  very  active  here  on  Capitol  Hill, 
holding  various  positions  in  various  Senators'  office*. . . 

Yet  at  this  very  time  we  see  stepped-up  activity  in  the 
game  of  putting  our  Federal  Government  and  many  of 
our  State  and  local  governments  deep  in  the  red.  We 
believe  investigation  will  disclose  that  Ac  motives  inspir¬ 
ing  the  forces  long  woAing  toward  public  insolvency, 
as  well  as  tbe  forces  which,  through  our  foreign  policy, 
have  built  up  Soviet  Russia,  are  identical.  These  forces 
tend  lo  destroy  America.  Communist  influence,  ere  retard 
through  many  of  our  intellectuals  and  do-gooders,  Is 
dealing  an  unprecedented  blow  at  American  solvency  at 
the  very  moment  when  the  country  should  be  girding  it¬ 
self  for  probable  war. 

Not  only  this,  hut  we  have  such  agitation  as  that  con¬ 
ducted  throughout  the  South,  and  in  many  cities  of  the 
North,  in  the  attempt  lu  force  Negroes  and  whiles  to 
integrate  in  schools  and  elsewhere.  From  his  statements 
and  actions,  as  reported  by  the  press,  it  would  scorn  that 
tbe  chief  aim  of  U5.  Attorney  General  William  P.  Reg¬ 
ers  is  to  force  integration  of  the  races-  without  regard 
to  consequences. 

We  have  in  the  United  States  a  Federal  debt  greater 
than  the  aggregate  debt  of  all  other  countries  ifi  the 
world,  excluding  Soviet  Russia,  and  we  have  a  *12  billion 
deficit  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  Congress  in  its 
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earijr  week*  Km  patted  homing  and  airfield  legblaltoii 
which,  if  the  whole  program.  Including  other  pending 
itinuom,  U  carried  through,  would  mean  a*  great,  or 
pechap*  an  even  greeter  deficit  thia  coming  yaar. 

Similar  d lorta  to  apend  and  Ux  are  bring  made  in 
moat  of  the  Stale*  and  aaany  of  oar  ciliea.  judging  from 
many  of  the  proponent*  of  tfai*  eaddenU  expanded  Icgi* 
Ulitr  program,  there  a  a  concerted  effort  to  bankrupt 
thn  economy  while  Induetrv  and  butinca*  are  trying  to 
work  out  ol  the  present  reeeorion, 

All  the*  thing*  add  up  to  making  the  United  State*, 
deapiie  Ua  wonderful  tradition*,  a  lea*  desirable  place  ia 
which  Li  live  Theae  premure*  make  for  conatantly  grow- 
tup  diaronlrnt.  Juw  like  *o  man)'  part*  of  our  foreign 
print  the  pmt  25  year*,  they  all  play  atraigbt  into  the 
hand*  of  Soviet  Rami*. 

So  if  war  with  Soviet  Ramie  ahouM  develop,  where 
would  we  have  the  mean*,  or.  aa  maay  cilimna  would 
fed  the  incentive,  to  engage  in  it  adequately  ?  Perhapa 
h>  that  time  eomt  of  the  left  wing  fm.y  in  our  Govern¬ 
ment  would  blandly  announce  that  since  are  could  not 
afford  to  fight  aurh  a  war.  a#  tkouUl  cmpUuUi*.

America  and  the  American  people  are  not  too  far  from 
letting  their  free  institutions  die  by  suicide  -  unless  they 
quickly  make  an  about  fare. 

The  place  to  begin  is  in  our  foreign  relation*. 

In  Council  Letter  448,  we  mounted  that  Mikotaa  in 
an  unguarded  moment  in  January  in  Washington  gave  a 
rhae  to  the  fate  of  American  airmen  whose  plane  crashed 
in  Russian  terrilorv  in  September  1958,  and  that  Senator 
Flank  J.  Lausrhe  of  Ohio  naked  Mikoyan: 

"Why  don't  you  tell  ua  about  what  ha*  happened 
to  our  eleven  American  airmen  whose  plane  crashed 
in  Russian  Armenia  nearly  four  moo  lb*  agof** 
Mikoyan  smiled  and  said  it  fell  In  RiamUn  territory 
that  was  all  they  knew  about  it.  Rut  then  after  a  mo 
mmt  a  hesitation  he  mid 

"If  the  United  States  will  tell  in  whew  Its  planes 
intend  to  fly  osur  Russian  territory,  there  will  be  do 
such  (Dcident**4 
Our  Council  latter  thee  *sg)i 

"The  clear  inference  is  ihel  the  plane  was  shot 
fas*" 

Now  the  American  people  \no*  that  the  plane  waa 
•hot  down- -in  cold  blood.  And  there  is  evidence  that 
it  was  actually  lured  over  th/  Armenian  border  Ly  false 
information  given  by  a  Soviet  plane. 

But  whether  that  is  true  or  not.  our  unarmed  transport 
plane  waa  shot  down  la  cold  blood  by  Soviet  pursuit

As  a  matter  of  fad.  knowledge  of  thia  tape  recording 
waa  io  thr  hands  df  the  Soviet  Government  aa  early  aa 
last  November.

AU  a fur  ril  ikor.  the  United  States  invited  Mikoveo 
to  come  to  Ua  shore*  and  gave  him  preferred  tiwotmrol 
everywhere!  A  risking  potentate  of  a  friendly  countm 
would  hardly  have  received  greater  consideration  Yri 
Mikoyan  is  one  of  the  arch-ban  who,  ever  since  1917, 
bate  been  plotting  the  dmtnieiion  ol  the  United  States. 
There  isn't  anything  in  the  record  to  indicate  that  he 
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and  his  associate*  have  ever  had  any  other  intention 
than  to  enslave  the  .Wtericjtn  people,  wiping  out  all 
vestiges  of~the  America  we  have  known 

Certainly  the  time  ha*  come  to  end  all  this.  The  utter 
nonsense  —  indeed,  the  treason  implied  in  any  further 
friendliness  with  Soviet  Russia,  aa  in  the  “cultural  ex¬ 
changes”  and  all  tbirt  claptrap,  should  end.

THE  United  States  is  today  harboring  both  the  United 
Nations  on  the  East  River  in  New  York,  and  the 
Soviet  Embassy  in  Washington.  Both  are  clearly  among 
the  chief  centers  of  Soviet  espionage  and  activity  in  the 
whole  world. 

In  recent  montha  we  have  teen  the  Batista  Government 
of  Cuba  overthrown  by  Fidel  Castro.  There  are  strong 
reason*  for  believing  Castro  is  under  communist  control. 
If  so,  we  have  a  communist  country  within  90  miles  of 
our  Florida  coast! 

Revolutions  similar  to  that  in  Cuba  have  developed  or 
are  developing  in  Venexuela,  Guatemala  and  other  South 
and  Central  American  countries,  and  it  is  the  considered 
opinion  of  authorities  that  Soviet  Russia  has  steadily 
gained  in  influence  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  dis¬ 
graceful  reception  of  the  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States  in  Latin  America  last  year  shows  the  extension  of 
rommunist  infiltration  there. 

To  preserve  not  only  our  self-respect,  bat  our  own  na¬ 
tional  survival,  the  time  has  come  to  act. 

The  United  States  has  felt  the  evil*  of  Soviet  plotting 
ever  since  Roosevelt  recognised  the  Soviet  Government  in 
1933.  The  United  States  has  not  gained  by  any  Soviet 
rontact.  It  ha*  always  lost.  And  it  will  always  lose  until 
that  time,  which  could  lie  before  the  prepent  Administra¬ 
tion  in  Washington  ends,  when  we  will  have  been  brought 
Completely  under  the  control  of  Soviet  Russia. 


WHAT  more  do  we  wanL  to  convince  ua  of  Soviet 
perfidy  —  than  the  murdtfr  in  cold  blood  of  17 
American  airmen? 

There  is  just  one  course  for  the  United  States  to 
follow ; 

Sever  diplomatic  relations  with  Soviet  Russia. 


Call  our  American  Ambassador  home. 

Send  Menshikov  and  all  his  staff  packing. 

Get  every  representative  of  Soviet  Russia  out  of  the 
United  States. 

And  the  next  step  is  to  withdraw  our  representatives 
from  the  United  Nations,  and  demand  that  the  United 
Nations  pick  up  their  headquarters  and  leave  our  shores 

It  may  be  said  that  we  can’t  force  the  UN  out  of  the 
United  States,  because  it  is  here  by  treaty.  The  hell  we 
can’t!  What  law  says  we  may  not  save  our  country  from 
disaster? 

Let’s  get  rid  of  the  UN  while  we  are  strong  enough 
to  do  so.  Within  a  year  or  two  we  may  reach  the  point 
where  it  will  be  impossible  to  break  relations  with  Soviet 
Russia  or  to  get  the  UN  out  of  the  United  States.  The 
United  States  has  not  profited  one  whit  from  the  UN.  As 
with  Soviet  Russia,  the  United  States  has  lost  in  every 
deal  with  the  UN. 


EVERY  other  country  in  the  world,  especially  Soviet 
Russia,  is  for  itself  first.  Yet  the  United  States  has 
followed  the  utterly  fatuous  policy  of  being  for  all  the 
world  first,  and  for  the  United  States  last. 

Now  is  the  time  for  all  citizens,  wbo  value  their  liberty 
and  who  love  their  country,  to  tell  their  President  and 
their  Representatives  and  Senator*  that  they  want  this 
country  to  remain  free — at  all  costa.
